Town Counsel Alan Altman will 
represent the board in Cambridge 
Superior Court this Friday at 9:30 
a.m. to show cause why the re- 
straining order should not.be 
granted.

"“L have a real problem with 
sewerage treatment plants; they 
stink,” said chairman James 
Ficociello, adding that “our prime 
obligation is still to the people of 
Wilmington. 

Other areas which need to be 
addressed, they said, is the proper 
storage of rubbish and adhering to 
the town's septic system regula- 
tions. 

At their meeting Tuesday night, 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
gave its approval to a list of 15 
conditions which they will pass on 
to the board of appeals. 

One condition states that the 
maximum number of units should 
not exceed nine units per acre 
because a density three times 
greater than what is allowed under 
present PRD zoning is all that can 
be supported. The board also said 
the development will have to be 
connected to the public sewerage 
system because, with the kind of 
density proposed, an on-site 
disposal system "should not be an 
option.” 

Planners said IMG must maintain 

a 50 foot landscaped buffer around 
the property to insure adequate 
open space and refrain from 
locating any building or structure 
within that zone, They said all 
utilities must be placed under- 
ground at the time of “initial 
construction" and proposed build- 
ings should not exceed three stories 
in height. 
Other requirements deal with 
sidewalks, allotment of parking 
spaces, wheelchair access ramps 
rubbish disposal, posting a bond foi 
the t value of the work, and 
submitting plans to the Town 
Engineer.

Only one set of plans for the 
proposal seems to exist, in Wi 
mington. The commissioners found 
them to be devoid of information 
for which they were searching 

The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals on September 10 allowed a 
60 day continuance, on a compre 
hensive permit public hearing for 
the apartment proposal, in order to 
allow Wilmington town officials an 
opportunity to study the details. 
The Investors Management group 
(IMG) is seeking approval to 
construct 204 apartment units off 
Ballardvale Street. Twenty percent, 
or 40 units are planned to be set 
aside for families with low and 
moderate income. 

A comprehensive permit may be 
granted by a Board of Appeals in 
communities which have less than 
10 percent low to moderate income 
housing. The Massachusetts law 
allows developers to circumvent 
the normal board process. How- 
ever, the Conservation Commission 
is not included in the process. 
‘There must be a separate hearing 
before that board. 

The plans showed sewer and 
water mains being planned to use a 
right of way to Arlene Avenue for 
the purpose of connecting with 
Wilmington water mains and sewer 
mains, However, the mains were 
not shown as going all the way to 
Arlene Avenue. Some of the 
proposed apartment buildings were 
shown as being located about 20 
feet from property lines of Arlene 
Avenue homes. 

Fire flow requirements were first 
discussed by the commissioners. 
They noted that there is only a six 
inch water main in Ballardvale 
Street, while there is an eight inch 
water main in Arlene Avenue 
They also noted that there was no 
proposal about the size of water 
mains in the streets proposed for 
the apartments. No gate valves 
were shown for the mains. 

The plans, Allan observed, were 
lacking in sufficient details to allow

The sewer plans seemed to be’ 
even more insufficient to the 
commissioners. There were no 
details as to size of the sewer mains, 
no details as to slope, nor 
information about a proposed 
sewer pumping station. Who is to 
operate the proposed station?” was 
‘one question asked. 

The sewer was shown as planned 
to discharge to Arlene Avenue, 
where there is no sewer. There was 
no indication of what would happen 
then, as to the destination of the 
effluent 

The applicant, Allan observed, 
should be made aware that plans for 
service of sewer mains to Arlene 
Avenue have as yet to be made 
Wilmington, he observed, has 
“long range" plans for the possible 
construction of a sewer main 
southerly along the Boston & 
Maine tracks, but that is a long time 
in the future. The new interceptor 
would have to be constructed from 
Salem Street to, probably, Wobum 
Street, and then to Route 38 near 

Avco, where it could connect with 
the Wilmington sewer. 

No plans for such an interceptor 
have been made, or even discussed. 

The Arlene Avenue area, Allan 
said, cannot be connected with the 
current sewer system. The existing 
interceptor in North Wilmington 
was not designed to service this part 
of the town. At the present time the 
town has no plans, and no money to 
construct an interceptor to this 
area 

Allan also observed that the plans, 
which were labeled "Utility Plans” 
had no designs shown for electric 
light service nor gas service. 

The names of three attorneys for 
the IMG group were shown, Paul 
Holian, Benjamin Schore and 
Edward Warekois were named as 
trustees of Co Op Realty & 
Development Trust - a liquidating 
trust.

For over a century, Perry's 
Corner was the name for that 
corner of Avco land where 
Woburn Street and Lowell Street 
meet in Wilmington. The Perry 
Blacksmith Shop stood on that 
corner for more than a century. 

It wasn't new when it first arrived 
in Wilmington sometime about 
1835. It had been the property of a 
blacksmith known as John S. Perry, 
who worked in Boston for Asa 
Sheldon, Asa had hired John to 
provide shoes for the oxen Asa was 
using in removing Pemberton Hill 
and in filling the Boston waterfront 
along the Charles River. 

After the contract was completed 
Asa moved everything to 
Wilmington. The blacksmith shop 
was set up at the corner of Lowell 
Street and John S. Perry and his 
wife lived in what later became the 
home of Herbert C. Barrows, 100 
yards southerly along Woburn 
Street, 

One of the sons took over the 
business after the Civil War. John 
W. Perry ran the shop for over half 
@ century, it is to be believed. Afier 
that there were other blacksmiths, 
and about the time that World War 
1 was about to begin Life Magazine 
became interested. 

It was an interesting place. Life 
had a good subject. Photographs 
were taken in preparation for the 
story, But the story was never 
printed. Probably the onset of 
World War II was the reason. 

One outstanding photograph was 
probably totally unknown to the 
publishers of Life. It had been 
taken by Ed Nelson Eames about 
1900. Photographers call the 
picture a “natural light" picture, 
taken without the use of flash or

He was a grandson of John S. 
Perry, the first blacksmith in the 
Perry Blacksmith Shop, and the son 
of Benjamin F. Perry. 

In his early married life, 
Benjamin lived in the Allen House, 
at what is now 603 Wobum St.,, in 
Wilmington, It was there that 
Charlie was born. Later Benjamin 
moved to what is now the Balser 
home, 136 Middlesex Avenue. 

Benjas established a milk 
bu: is, and in later years he was 
bringing milk from Wakefield 
every day, to bottle. That was the 
first job that Charlie had, helping 
his father. 

Charlie married Emma Kellom, a 
Wilmington girl, in 1899, and 
sometime about 1912 built a home 
at the corner of Church and Adams 
Street, in Wilmington. In later 
years that home could be described 
as being “across the street from the 
high school.” 

That home was a natural for 
school teachers who might be 
seeking a place wherein to board. It 
was about half a mile from the 
Walker School, and even nearer to 
the High School, that which was 
recently the Center School. Three 
to five teachers would board at the 
Perry home, beginning about the 
second decade of the twentieth 
century. 

When the new high school opened 
in 1914, Charlie became the 
janitor. He was a good janitor. He 
kept care of that school all by 
himself. The pupils of that day

reacted to Charlie as they did 30 
odd years later to Lester Smith, the 
janitor of the more recent high 
school, Both men did their jobs, 
both were quiet and subdued, and 
the pupils liked them. 

In those days the janitor was 
charged with keeping the coal-fired 
furnace going. It was quite a job. 
Charlie also had a job as janitor for 
the Grange Hall, and he still ran the 
milk routes established by his 
father Benjamin. In other words he 
‘was a busy man. 

And Emma had a boarding house 
for teachers. There was a nice 
piazza in front of the house, where 
the teachers could sit and enjoy the 
evening breezes, after the day's 
work was done, 

One of those young ladies was 
named Gertrude Eames, Today she 
is Gertrude Allgrove of 281 
Woburn Street. In three more years 
the lady will be passing the century 
mark 

In 1916 the writer became a first 
grader in the Walker School. 
Gertrude Eames was his first 
teacher. It ws a case of love at first 
sight. 

There were no hot lunch 
programs in those days. Those 
pupils who lived within walking 
distance of the school would go 
home for lunch. Others brought 
their lunches with them in a tin 
tobacco box or a brown bag. The 
writer's lunch was in a tin box, 
originally made for Mayo's Cut 
Plug (tobacco). 

As soon as lunch was over the 
writer would run to the Charlie 
Perry home, to wait for his teacher 
to finish her lunch. While he waited 
he could watch Charlie Perry at the 
“milk machine." 


Wilmington blacksmith 
rode trolley to work 


John W. Perry, the second of the 
Perry blacksmiths, built his home 
near Church Street, Wilmington 
before 1900. Possibly it was as 
early as 1880. One son, born to the 
family, was born in 1875. 

Living on Church Street, he 
probably used a horse and buggy to 
go to and return from work in the 
blacksmith's shop at Perry's 
corner. 

But about 1900, give or take a 
year or two, a streetcar line was 
installed on Church Street. It was 
then possible to go from 
Wilmington Square, via Church 
Street and Wildwood Street, to 
Perry's Corner, and to go to 
Reading and the railroad depot in 
that town, 

The 7 a.m. trolley car was always 
loaded with passengers, all of them 
talking with each other and the 
motorman and/or conductor. It was 
to all accounts, a loaded car. All 
were going to the Reading depot. 

One passenger was, every 
weekday, John W. Perry. He got 
off at Perry's Corner. 

Then, at noon he would ride 
home for lunch, and return an hour 
later to resume his work. The days’ 
work done he would ride home in 
the evening, generally alone, for 
the Boston workers would be using 
a later trolley.

Milk would pour into that dozen 
bottles, and then the machine would 
put on paper caps. It was a 
wonderful thing for a five-year-old 
to watch. 

Afterward that five-year-old 
would walk back to the Walker 
School, hand in hand with his 
favorite teacher, It was quite 
possible that his hands were dirty, 
and probably the face was also 
smudged. 

For Gertrude Eames it might not 
have been a pleasant occasion, but 
the five-year-old was in heaven, 
walking beside his favorite teacher, 
70 years ago.

Car chase ends in Concord 
Tewksbury trio arrested 
on armed robbery charges

An alleged armed robbery turned 
into a car chase early Wednesday 
morning, and ended with the arrest 
of three Tewksbury men. 

The incident began around 1 a.m. 
at the Old Colony gas station on 
Route 133, in north Tewksbury 
near the Andover town line. 

According to police, three men, 
one of them carrying a shotgun, 
allegedly held the attendant at 
gunpoint while $200 in cash and an 
undetermined amount of cigarettes 
were taken. 

According to Tewksbury officer 
Leonard Bolton, the three then told 
the attendant to run away and 
allegedly fired a shot over his head 
before returning to their car, 
parked nearby 

The attendant, however, returned 
to the station and called police to 
give a description of the car, then 
flagged down a passing motorist 
and gave chase 


The suspects turned onto North 
Street, according to Bolton, then 
headed south on Main Street 
Bolton said he was parked at 
Shawsheen and Main Streets and 
spotted the suspect vehicle as it 
cruised by. He said he pulled in 
behind the car, called in the license 
number and was told the plate was 
stolen, then signaled the vehicle 
stop the vehicle. 

Bolton said the suspects then took 
off down Main Street, reaching 
speeds in excess of 90 mph, The 
shotgun, he said, was jettisoned 
near the Tewksbury-Wilmington 
line 


According to Bolton, the chase 
led all the way to the Route 128 
interchange in Burlington, where 
he said he lost sight of the vehicle. 

But radio is faster than any car 
and a Burlington police inspector 
listening in on the pursuit soon 
spotted the suspect vehicle headed 
southbound on Route 128, The 
chase then continued 

According to Bolton, the car 
chase continued until the suspects 
reached Route 2-2A in Concord, 
where they ditched the vehicle and 


attempted to escape into some 
woods. Bolton said the State Police 
brought in two dogs to join in the 
pursuit, and all three suspects were 
eventually rounded up. 

At 5:45 a.m,, Bolton booked 
Daniel D. Perry, 18, 398 
Livingston St., Tewksbury, on a 
charge of armed robbery. Later 
that morning, Richard E. Travers, 
17, 8 Memorial Dr., Tewksbury, 
was booked on the same charge.

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Frankly speaking

Barbara Anderson, the executive director of Citizens’ for 
Limited Taxation (CLT), is once again on her way to easing 
the tax burden of Massachusetts residents. Her organization 
has placed on the November ballot Question 3 which, if passed 
by the voters, would implement a permanent cap on state 
taxes, CLT can be remembered for their successful lobbying 
effort for Prop. 2 1/2 in 1980. 

The tax-cap referendum has long been a favorite for 
passage. Its strongest critics were predicting just a short while 
ago that the referendum would receive a significant majority 
of votes in the affirmative. The president of the High Tech 
Council, Howard Foley, has led a most impressive fundraising 
effort, with one local company, Compugraphic, contributing 
$4,000. And, a poll conducted weeks ago showed 70 percent 
of voters favoring Question 3. 

Unfortunately for CLT, the situation concerning Question 3 
-- the tax-cap referendum -- has been made much more 
complicated by the state Legislature. Though opposed to 
Question 3, the governor has supported the Legislature in 
repeal of the surtax (a creation of the first Dukakis 
administration) and a cap on state revenue growth which 
would be directly tied fo the increase of salaries and wages. 
Consequently, Barbara Anderson has labeled this as a political 
attempt to divert the attention of the voters from support of 
Question 3, which she maintains is far superior to the state tax 
cap proposed by the Legislature. 

Specifically, the legislative cap being supported by the 
governor has an override option written in, as well as a ‘rainy 
day fund.’ Question 3 is more strict and allows for none of the 
above, thus is a more conservative measure and saving greater 
tax dollars. 

Causing even more complication has been the part of the 
CLT petition which calls for a repeal of the 11-year-old surtax 
over a two year period. Oddly enough, Dukakis and key 
members of the state Legislature backed immediate repeal of 
the surtax. However, this too has been labeled as political. 
Dukakis and the Legislature accepted surtax repeal only in 
light of the CLT ballot question, and subsequently jumped a 
step ahead of Barbara Anderson by implementing the repeal 
immediately, Therefore, passage of Question 3 potentially 
could reinstate 50 percent of the surtax for 1986. 

Even if that were to be the case, and it is not definite that it 
would be, Question 3 has merit and deserves the support of the 
voters. It would, in the long run, be a far superior cap on state 
taxes. And the simple fact that Dukakis is against it and 
Barbara Anderson is for it might be a signal as to how the 
taxpayers should vote. Anderson did us all a great service in 
her fight for Prop. 2 1/2, which the governor said none of us 
would vote for. Let's surprise him again.

Local legislators and taxpayers should be opposed to one 
provision of an otherwise good piece of legislation recently 
introduced on Beacon Hill by State Senator Carol Amick (D - 
Bedford). Presently before the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, a new property-transfer tax would be instituted in 
Massachusetts for the purpose of providing ‘monies for the 
cleanup of innocent-owner waste sites irr the state. 

These are properties held by homeowners and businesses 
where chemical wastes have been discovered, though not 
through the actions of the present owners, Nevertheless, the 
laws hold these individuals fully liable for the cleanup. This 
has naturally caused undue hardship for many and a 
Predictably growing concern amongst mortgage lenders. 

Though the rate for the tax is proposed at a low figure, 15 
cents per $1,000 for residential property and 55 cents per 
$1,000 for commercial, the concept is simply another tax on 
the residents of Massachusetts. And if enacted, it would be 
always possible to raise the rate. 

Amick's bill would wisely remove the liability, and is 
certainly well intentioned. But, the Legislature should 
consider another method for the funding of the bill other than 
a tax on the transfer of property; such as monies from the state 
surplus. The average person is alteady deluged with fees that 
come with the sale of a home and cannot be expected to afford 
another. 

With careful work and study, the Legislature should closely 
examine the merits of the Amick proposal, which would 
protect innocent people from having to fund the cleanup of 
waste products that they never dumped on their land. The 
Bedford state Senator's bill can be funded without an 
additional tax in the state, and would then result in an excellent 
piece of legislation.

Safety tips given for 
Fire Prevention Week 


In 1922, a bill requiring the 
observation of Fire Prevention 
Week was signed into law by 


1871 was the da: 
Chicago Fire. 

Historically, the record of fire 
safety in the country has been poor. 
However, many valuable lessons 
have been learned from our 
mistakes. For example, building 
codes have been established to limit 
types of construction that contri- 
bute to flame spread. Also changed 
was the number and type of exits 
per floor area, building sprinkler 
and fire suppression systems, state 
of the art smoke and fire alarm 
systems, up to date fire apparatus 
and highly skilled firefighters, to 
name a few. . 

Yet with all of these advances in 
technology the United States still 
experiences the highest life and 
Property loss due to fire of all the 
industrialized nations, As if that's 
not bad enough, the Northeast 
experiences the largest dollar loss 
and most civilian and firefighter 
deaths due to fire in the country. 

The main reason for these 
horrendous statistics is simple 
carelessness. We tend to overlook 
the obvious hazards that could be 
easily corrected. 

With Fire Prevention Week upon 
us, the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment has put together this general 
reminder of safety tips to keep our 
families and homes safe from 
injury by fire. 

~Place smoke detectors on each 
level of the home; test frequently. 

~ Install a house number, visible 
to firefighters and EMTs from the 
street. 

- Have emergency telephone 
number stickers on the telephone. 

~ FD approved ABC extinguish- 
er at least in the kitchen and 
basement. Read the directions. 

~ Practice fire drills and escape 
plans with the family.

~ If your clothes catch fire, stop

~ Keep flammable liquids outside. 

~ Don't overload circuits, or run 
extension cords under the carpet. 

~ Keep all exits clear, 

~ Household hot water temper- 
ature at 120 degrees F or less; don't 
leave a child alone in the bathtub. 

- Cool a burn with cool water, 

- Keep appliances away from 
sinks and tubs, 

~ Store household cleaners and 
chemicals up high away from 
children. 

- Oct. 25: Wilmington residents 
may dispose of hazardous waste at 
the Swain School hazardous waste 
pickup. 

~ For smokers, have large ash 
trays on hand, check couches and 
chairs after smokers and never 
smoke in bed, 

- When cooking, don't wear loose 
fitting clothing and keep pot 
handles turned in. 

- Keep flashlights with fresh 
batteries on hand. Never use 
candles. If the power lines are 
down, the chances are that the 
phone lines to report a fire are 
down too. 

- To report a fire, dial 
658-2300, tell the dispatcher: 

1. Your name. 

2. Address of the fire (or where 
the ambulance is needed). 

3. The nature of the problem. 

4. The telephone number that you 
are calling from. 

5. Stay on the line until the 
dispatcher acknowledges the infor- 
mation. 

Hopefully, some of these tips will 
be helpful in making Fire 
Prevention Week, as well as the 
upcoming holidays and New Year, 
much safer for all of us. Practice 
Fire Prevention every day, and 
remember - smoke detectors save 
lives.

Years ago one read horror stories 
of men and women who lived 
together in misery. Perhaps he 
never changed his socks or slept 
with a mouth full of Copenhagen, 
Perhaps she watched the soaps all 
day or continually talked about the 
successful men she could have 
married.

The teenage boy wearing dark 
clothing was trying to cross the 
road. His girlfriend almost tore his 
shirt trying to hold him back 
because he continued to try to cross 
after she saw my headlights. I 
couldn't see them until I was almost 
on them. He can thank his girl, she 
gave him back the rest of his life. 

I turned my car around to have a 
talk with and reprimand him. I 
pointed out that he almost got killed 
and should be more careful. All he 
could say was "I know," which 
made talking with him useless. He 
was lethargic and couldn't speak 
clearly. The girl stood back as if 
afraid of what might happen. He 
wasn't drunk, but I wonder what he 
was under the influence of. 

Was it worth it young man? Were 
your problems so overwhelming 
that you took a chance with your 
life - and mine? 

Look around and see how many 
drunk drivers are on the road. Had 
I been drunk, or less alert, you and 
your girl might both be dead. 

I don't know whether you realize 
how close you came to being killed, 
but your girl and I do. Imagine, if 
you will, her living the rest of her 
life having seen you run down by 


test-taking strategies. Early on, we 
all decided that our best coherts in 
successfully forging ahead would 
be the guidance counselors. And as 
a dedicated, collective group, 
strong in numbers and direction, 
we felt that we could not lose. And 
we did not lose, 

I trust the local newspapers are 
paying close attention to-your great 
success because about 10 months 
ago they portrayed only the 
negative value of SAT scores in 
Merrimack Valley high schools 
(The Lowell Sun), Now they have a 
real news story, not only to gratify 
the Wilmington community, but to 
inspire other communities as well.

As a 
taxpayer, I expect these services 
and the availability of a department 
representative on a regular basis. 
This is impossible with an 
understaffed department. Let's give 
the Town Engineer the tools and 
man power necessary to do his job 
and then be critical if it's not being 
done.

The Wilmington Board of Health 
welcomed new member Milton E. 
Calder, who comes with environ- 
mental experience in the hazardous 
waste and safety fields, to their 
meeting Monday night and 
discussed the handling of several 
complaints and court cases. 

Members were told that several 
complaints have been filed against 
Canelas Disposal for making noise 
late at night in hauling trash. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said Canelas assured him in a recent 
phone conversation it wouldn't 
happen again but “it's still happen- 
ing.” Erickson said he was sending 
a letter to Canelas explaining the 
board could revoke his license to 
haul through town. 

Chairman James Ficociello told 
Erickson to invite Canelas to their 
next meeting to show the board 
backs any action taken by Erickson. 

Members next went over two 
pending court cases. One case was a 


criminal complaint filed against 
Bernard Eaton of Lake Street. It 
came as a result of neighbors’ 
ongoing complaints about the 
unsanitary conditions of Eaton's 
property. 

"This is not a rational situation,” 
said Ficociello, as he urged 
Erickson to follow through on an 
option to clean up the premises and 
bill the owner or put a lien against 
his home. 

Francis Brennick of Chestnut 
Street was cited for a number of 
violations relating to plumbing, 
electrical system, doors which 
wouldn't lock, and failed septic 
system. The complaints were filed 
by Brennick's tenant. 

To date, said Erickson, Brennick 
has shown “good faith" and 
addressed most of the violations 
with the exception of the failed 
Septic system. He now has 30 days 
to fix it, and once that's done, the 
board expects to drop the charges,

CPA poll shows frustration with taxes 


Nearly 80 percent of Massachu- 
setts CPAs responding to a poll said 
their clients are frustrated by 
constant changes in the tax laws, 
and two-thirds believe uncertainty 
about tax legislation hurts business 
more than the latest reform bill 
would, 

These findings were disclosed by 
the Massachusetts Society of Cer- 
tified Public Accountants member- 
ship in the CPA Poll. Results of the 
responses of 600 members were 
revealed in Boston. 

The CPAs expect strong support 
for tax reform (61.3%) and agree 
that their company/largest client 
will support the latest bill (52.6%). 

Barely half (51.9%) agree that the 
bill will make the tax system more 
equitable (33.2% disagree). Nearly 
half (49.7%) of the sample disagree 
that the bill will make the tax 
system simpler. 

"The tax law is going to be much 
more complex due to the substan- 
tive changes,: stated William Phil- 
brick, chairman of the Society's 
Federal Taxation Committee. "In 
attempting to level the playing 
field, Congress has made dramatic 
changes in the income tax burden of 
individuals and businesses. This 
shift, while attempting to be 
equitable and fair, may cause 
significant disparities in certain 
segments of the economy.” 

The following four provisions of 
the tax bill are seen by the CPAs as 
having a positive effect on 
businesses and individuals. 


*Reducing the number of tax 
brackets to two (78.6 %) 

“Reducing the top corporate rate 
to 34% (71.6%) 

“Increasing the personal exemp- 
tion (66.7%) 

*Increasing 
deduction (54.4%)

The elimination of individual 
deductions for sales tax payments 
brought a dividend response, with 


50.4% seeing it as negative and 
44.9% seeing it as neutral. Only 
4.8% saw it as positive.

For those with strong hearts and 
steady nerves, the Massachusetts 
hunting season for ruffed grouse 
opens this Friday, October 10. 

And steady nerves is what it takes 
to fill a three-bird limit of these 
woodland spooks. Putting even one 
of the feathered noise-makers in the 
bag is a challenge. 

Ruffed grouse, commonly called 
“partridges” by old time Yankees, 
are gray birds about the size of 
chickens. The similarity ends there. 

For partridges fly only too well, 
unlike Mr. Purdue's money-maker. 
And instead of flying away at first 
glance of a hunter, partridges have 
the unnerving habit of waiting until 
you're about 10 feet way before 
bursting out of the leaves in an 
explosion of noise and feathers, 

If you've ever had a partridge go 
up in front of you, then you'll 
understand where the strong heart 
comes in. It's truly amazing how a 

.two-pound bird can make 50 
pounds of noise. 

Partridge also take part in a 
unique and noisy mating ritual 
called "drumming." 

A drumming partridge climbs up 
on a fallen log in the woods and 
starts flapping its wings. The bird 
then speeds up the ithe 
wingbeat soundsHlike a whirrrr, 
lasting about 15 seconds. It's a 
truly unique sound and, like a 
rattlesnake's buzz, it's one you 
won't soon forget. 

Partridge are usually found in 
low-growing brush during the day, 
where they feed on tender buds and 
seed pods. They can occasionally be 
found wandering along the forest 
floor, picking at berries and seeds, 

At night, however, these gray 
woods-chickens roost in pine trees, 
just over head high. And while a 
grouse exploding from underfoot is 
startling, having one blast off from 
overhead is enough to wind your 
watch but good.

Few indeed are the hunters who 
can claim even a fleeting glimpse of 
a partridge over a shotgun barrel. 
And if some nimrod says he got off 
‘a second shot at the same partridge 
on the wing, don't believe him. 
He's lying. 

It just doesn't happen. 


—Tackle box— 

A Massachusetts woman has set a 
new world record for tiger muskie 
taken through the ice. Miss Debbie 
Kueppers of Lanesboro hauled a 14 
pound, eight ounce tiger muskie 
through the ice on Pontoosuc Lake 
last winter, using a big pond shiner 
for bait. Her name is now safely 
ensconced in the National 
Freshwater Fishing Hall of Fame in 
Hayward, Wisconsin. 


According to the state Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife, the tiger 
muskie is a sterile hybrid resulting 
from cross breeding a northern 
pike with a muskellunge. Since 
tiger muskie can't reproduce, the 
state introduces the monsters into 
ponds and lakes with overabundant 
panfish populations. A list of 
stocked ponds is available from the 
Division. 

‘The current state record for tiger 
muskie is an 18 pound, 12 ounce 
specimen, taken in open water from 
Lake Cochituate last year. Since 
the fish can grow up to 30 pounds 
or more (yikes!), the Division 
states that the current record 
probably won't last very long.

Vandal-proof station 
in planning stage 


A vandal proof pumping station is 
being planned, to be constructed 
easterly of Ballardvale Street, in 
North Wilmington. The purpose is 
to pump water to a proposed water 
storage tank to be erected in the 
hilly area between Ballardvale 
Street and Andover Street, westerly 
of Camp Forty Acres. 

The engineer is Bill Jones, of the 
firm of Dana F. Perkins & Sons. 
Preliminary plans were exhibited 
last Thursday to the Wilmington 
Water & Sewer Commissioners. 

The building is to be constructed, 
owned and maintained by the 
Tambone Corporation of Stone- 
ham. That company has an 
extensive building program easter- 
ly of Ballardvale Street in an 
industrial area. The new pumping 
station will be northerly of 
Research Drive, where one build- 
ing has already been constructed, 
and more are being planned, 

The pumping station will be 28 
feet by 28 feet. There will be no 
windows. Heavy louvres are to be 
used for ventilation purposes. 
Electric wires, telephones, etc., are 
to be serviced by underground 
wires. 

There is to be an emergency 
generator. Four pumps are being 
planned, with a total capacity of 
1660 gallons a minute. 

The water & sewer commis- 
sioners are planning to construct a 
water tank on the highest hill 


During the week ending October

The Town of Wakefield, which 
began life (in the white man’s 
tongue) as Lynn Village, has 
undergone four name changes 
since the late 1630s. 

It has, in fact, been known as 
Wakefield only since 1868 — and 
it took acts of the legislature 
and of madness (the War of 
1812) to detach the present town 
from its second mother 
Reading. 

Reading was incorporated as 
a town in 1644, and included the 
three present communities of 
Wakefield, Reading and North 
Reading 

And, for the first settlers and 
their goodwives it took no small 
effort to reach the current 
bounds of the town of Wakefield 
and old "Redding Pond” (Lake 
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or passing by a covered bridge in New Hampshire, New England's fall fol 
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Quannapowitt) from the earlier 
| settlement of Lynn. 

The first “Redding” settlers, 
according to William Eaton, in 
his tercentenary “History of 
Wakefield" (1944), crossed the 
Saugus River at its only for 
dable point, a short distance up:

The settlers from Lynn came 
from a land dotted on early 
maps with forbidding and enter 
taining place names: Dungeon 
Hill, Wolf Pits, various swamps, 
Penny Bridge, Granny Skin.

or Little Feather, ced 
three daughters, 'Petagunsk, 
Wattaquitinusk and 
Petagoonaquah, affectionately 
called the Little Feathers, 
according to the staff of New 
England Journeys Magazine, 
publishers of ‘New England 
Indians”; 

“They were acknowledged 
the loveliest girls in New 
England either Dutch, 
French, English or Indian — 
and they became the favorites 
of everyone with whom they 
came in contact in the Colony.” 

But the English couldn't 
pronounce their names, so they 
became known as Cicely, Sarah 
and Susannah. 

Sagamore George, according 
to “New England Indians,” 
received about $40 for his 
claims to the land comprising 
today’s Wakefield, Reading and 
North Reading. But it was with 
this act that his formerly happy 
attitude seems to have under- 
gone a reversal 

“For the first time in his life 
he became aware that his lands 
could be a source of income for 
him, and he tried to get paid for 
all those .lands which the 
English had settled from Boston 
to Salem. He appealed to the 
General Court for redress."’ 

The Court offered him 20 
acres, Finally, after 18 years, 
the Court apparently lost 
patience with Sagamore George 
and refused to accept any more 
of his petitions. 

Not surprisingly, the chief 
had probably long since lost all 
patience with the court and 


when war broke out between 
settlers and Indians in 1676, 
Wenepoykin declared 
tention to go to battle 
But he was 59, and his wife 
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and the “Little Feathers," 
worried about a man of his age 
engaged in the rigors of wilder- 


Christian Indian village of 
Wamesit (Chelmsford). 

Since Eaton seems to have 
been eager to dispel the notion 
of unprovoked red savages 
descending upon peaceful 
settlers, it's probably time to 

another notion: that all of 
the first settlers in new England 
were a rag-tag, impoverished 
lot. 

The Pilgrims, it is true, were 
generally of humble origins, 
according to Barry's “History 
of Massachusetts’: 

“Few of them had been 
reared in opulence or luxury...”” 

But as for the Puritans (like 
our lot who settled Wakefield), 
“their ministers were men of 
standing and influence. Of the 
laity, many were well versed in 
public affairs, possessed for. 
tunes...to furnish both followers 
and funds...equip not one boat 
but a fleet 

“The history of the Massa- 


chusetts Colony is of a stamp 
very different from that of the 
Plymouth Colony. Its enter- 
prises were prosecuted with 
vigor and success. Its superior 
advantages gave it an im- 


In 1639, to Eaton, 
“sundry inhabitants of Lynn 
petitioned the Colony Court ‘for 
an inland plantation at the head 
of their bounds.’ This petition 
was granted upon condition 
‘that the petitioners shall, 
within two years, make good 
proceeding in planting, so as it 
may be a village, fit to contain a 
convenient number of 
inhabitants...’ "" 

By 1644, seven houses and 
seven settled families were 
evidently deemed “convenient” 
and the Court ordered that 
“Linn Village” should take the 
name of Reading. 

Eaton outlines the evolution 
of Wakefield's name: Lynn 
Village, 1638-9; Redding, 1643 
Reading, 1644; South Reading 
1812; Wakefield, 1868.

Have you ever gone to a bank 
for a_car loan and been re- 
jected?, Perhaps you've applied 
to American Express for a cred- 
itcard, only to be surprised with 
a notice in the mail stating that 
your credit rating isn't good 
enough to qualify you for a card. 
The first thing that might 
come to mind in both of these 
cases is “I thought I had good 
credit, I thought I earned 


enough income to qualify, so 
how come I’m not getting what's 
coming tome?” 

You may think you've got a 
loan coming to you, but the local 
credit bureau probably doesn’t 
think you deserve it. Or the 
credit card, or the mortgage, for 
that matter, regardless of how 
you see your credit picture. 

That's because the local credit

This is where things get 
sticky, because, as stated, you 
may think you've got a pretty 
good credit rating, but in reality 
you may not be paying your bills 
fast enough to be fying you 
asa first class credit risk. 

Just as an example: banks 
allow mortgages to pay their 
monthly payments up to fifteen 
days late. Many borrowers take 
advantage of this grace period 
However, you may decide to 
apply for a loan to purchase, 
say, a new sail boat. If the loan 
application is with a different 
lending institution, that institu- 
tion will call the local credit 
bureau for a rundown on your 
payment habits. A little com- 
puter somewhere has recorded 
that you pay your mortgage 
payment fifteen days late every 
month. The second lending in- 
stitution may decide that this in- 
formation means you are a poor 
credit risk, and may turn down 
your application for a loan on 
that basis. 

All along you thought you 
were doing a great job of paying 
your bills, only to learn that you 
now don’t possess a first class 
credit rating. You — probably 
wouldn't be rejected on the 
aforementioned condition alone, 
but coupled with a history for 
paying your phone bill late and 
missing an occasional payment 
on your washing machine may 
spell credit troubles for you 
down the road.

It’s not a bad idea to the guy 
who pays his bills on time 
because it helps to keep down 
the cost of lending money.
